INVESTITURE AND INDUCTION KICK OFF TERM 

Dual Ceremonies Celebrate Freshmen and Upper Classmen

The sense of dignity and formal- 
ity associated with college in general 
and St. Joseph’s College specifically 
will be in evidence on Monday, 
September 12 at 4 PM during the 
annual Freshman Investiture and 
Honors Induction ceremony. 

Long a tradition at St. Joseph’s, 
the Investiture and Induction sets 
an overall tone for the new 
semester and brings the entire 
college community together to 
formally welcome the members of 
the Class of 2009. 

College President Sister Eliza- 
beth Hill will welcome the as- 
sembled group and discuss the 
academic ideals of the school to 
firmly establish in the minds of the 
incoming class, the purpose for 
them being here and what they can 
expect from St. Joseph’s. 

Following Sister Elizabeth’s 
introductory remarks, Sister Mar- 
garet Buckley, Academic Dean of 
the College, will call each fresh- 
man to the stage to receive St. 
Joseph’s College pins emblematic 
of their membership in the St. 
Joseph’s family. 

Dressed in academic regalia, the 
faculty, seated on stage, will 
observe the new students as they

It turned out to be another ban- 
ner year for the Admissions Depart- 
ment as 140 new freshmen and 35 
transfer students were recruited to 
swell the ranks of the St. Joseph’s 
College Brooklyn campus. 

Following on the heels of the 
Class of 2008 which saw 135 fresh- 
men and 18 transfer students start 
at SJC, the new class brings the to- 
tal college enrollment very close to 
600 students, the largest number in 
the past 25 years. 

The college’s “Watch What 
Happens” advertising campaign 
won first place in the 20 th Annual 
Admissions Advertising Awards 
competition and it has succeeded 
in bringing SJC both national 
recognition and a reputation 
amongst area high school stu- 
dents as a small school that pre- 
pares its students superbly in 
many different majors. 

“St. Joe’s is getting a reputation 
as the place to come to as an alter- 
native to the much larger New 
York City schools” said St. Joe’s 
alumnus and new Admissions 
Counselor Janine Farraj. 

One of the reasons for this recog- 



marche into the auditorium of 
Tuohy Hall, themselves garbed in 
caps and gowns for the occasion. 

Reaction from students who 
have experienced Investiture in the 
past is a mixture of ‘shock and awe’ 
as they came to understand that 
college is a very serious business. 

“It was actually pretty good,” 
said current junior Robert Marriello. 
“It basically let us know that the 
college takes a great interest in us as 
people,” he added. 

As for the caps and gowns, 
Afrodite Konstandakis said, “It felt 
like graduation all over again.” 

Following the investiture of the 
freshman class, S. Margaret, S. 
Elizabeth, and S. Loretta McGrann, 
Vice-president for Academic Af- 
fairs, will induct the new members 
of the college’s honor societies. 

Represented at the Honors 
Induction will be Sigma Iota Chi, 
the college’s Honor Society for 
academic achievement and extra- 
curricular involvement, and Delta 
Epsilon Sigma, the National 
Collegiate Honor Society. 

After the Honors Induction, 
Sherrie VanAmam, Director of 
Student Services, will induct the 
new officers of the Undergraduate 
Association, the Campus Activi- 



nition is the fact that St. Joseph’s 
College is a “work in progress,” a 
constantly evolving institution that 
reinvents itself according to the needs 
of its students and to keep up with 
the latest technological advances. 

For example, for those members 
of the Class of 2009 who toured the 
campus in the spring, they will find 
a number of significant changes that 
took place over the summer. 

The cafeteria has been enlarged 
by almost 60 seats to accommodate 
the increased student population. 
This was effected by eliminating the 
‘fishbowl’ and putting in new din- 
ing booths. 

The bookstore has also been en- 
larged by breaking down a wall in 
the library and consolidating some 
of the stacks to make additional re- 
tail sales and storage room. 

The classrooms in St. Angela 
Hall have been converted to ‘smart 
classrooms’ thanks to a $400,000 
grant that the college received 
through the Omnibus Appropriations 
Bill of 2004. 

Another grant of $25,000 from 
Con Edison will enable the college 
to upgrade the biology labs on the 
Brooklyn campus. 



ties Board and the Class Represen- 
tatives. Each member of the 
student government will be 
presented with a gold tassel 
symbolic of their office. 

UA President Christina 
Traverson will then introduce the 
club presidents of the various 
campus activities who will begin 
their terms of office in September. 

Following the ceremony, the 
students and their parents who 
were also invited to attend, will be 
feted to a reception in the parlors of 
Tuohy Hall. 

“I thought it was inspiring for the 
underclassmen to see the success of 
the upperclassmen,” said Francisco 
Rangel after his investiture. 

The nature of the ceremony 
lends itself to appreciating the 
difference between high school and 
college. “I could feel immediately 
that things would be very different 
as a college student when I went 
through investiture,” said sopho- 
more Svetlana Medvedeva. “It just 
felt more serious, as if playtime was 
over with,” she added. 

Investiture is the first rite-of- 
passage for the Class of 2009. As 
they achieve notable things as 
students of St. Joseph’s College, 
more will follow. 



Of necessity, with more stu- 
dents, parking facilities will have 
to be expanded and the administra- 
tion was exploring the pros and cons 
of double-decker parking ramps in 
the student parking lot on 
Vanderbilt Avenue. 

Student life for the Class of 
2009 will be different as well, with 
a host of new activities added to 
the already large number of exist- 
ing clubs and events. 

The 2004 school year saw the re- 
vival of both the college newspa- 
per and the college yearbook. For 
2005, it is anticipated that two new 
publications will be added to that 
list: a literary journal consisting of 
student poetry and short stories, and 
a journal of legal studies. 

Last year saw the birth of the 
Fashion Club, the Philosophy Club, 
the Choral Society and the Jazz En- 
semble. Even a club like Knight 
Moves, which was originally the 
chess club, changed its name to the 
Games Club. 

There is a surge of new activity 
on the SJC Brooklyn campus and 
the Class of 2009 will hopefully find 
itself caught up in the excitement 
on Day 1 of the term.

“We made April Health and 
Wellness Month,” said Jaime Vacca, 
Assistant to Sherrie VanAmam, Di- 
rector of Student Services. “I had an 
idea to do a walking group but Sherri 
had the idea to do it to raise money 
for autism. Christine Tobin suggested 
doing it for autism because her 
nephew is autistic,” she added. 

Since April is National Autism 
Awareness Month, the mall walk 
dovetailed nicely with the work of 
groups throughout the country who 
were also raising money for autism 
research. 

The project is only one example of 
the many different opportunities SJC 
students have to reach out to their com- 
munity, their nation and other coun- 
tries in the world that need assistance. 

Thousands of dollars are raised 
each year on the Brooklyn campus for 
organizations, foundations and other 
groups that need assistance from the 
type of giving students that seem to 
gravitate to St. Joseph’s College.

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LEARN THE WAY IT IS - QUICKLY! 

To many students, September means yet another year traveling 
through the endless tunnel that is undergraduate education. Even 
juniors are appalled at the notion that though they are in their third 
year of college, they still have another 60+ credits to go before they 
earn their bachelor’s degree. 

But for the incoming freshman, September can mean something 
completely different: new experiences, new friendships, setting out 
on the road to a career or profession. Indeed, college is all that-but 
there are certain caveats that all students must be aware of, but most 
especially members of the incoming Class of 2009. 

No doubt freshmen have heard these things from college 
advisers in high school, or at orientation, or from friends or relatives 
already in college; but make no mistake about it-this is very 
different, and different in more ways than can at first be imagined. 

T o begin with, the undergraduate workload cannot be compared 
to anything the high school student has experienced, even for those 
who took multiple AP courses as seniors. The work starts day one, 
the reading lists can be enormous, the examinations are formidable, 
and professors and instructors will make intellectual demands upon 
freshmen that they could never have imagined in the relative 
security that high school affords. 

One of the bugaboos that leads to the downfall of many freshmen 
is, of all things, freedom. No one checks your notebooks here. No 
one sends in cutting cards if you skip a class. No one calls mom or 
dad to invite them to a parent-teacher conference. There are no 
deans patrolling the game room to make sure you are not playing 
video games when you should be in class. You will have to learn to 
be responsible and handle the freedom that comes with being a 
college student. 

Naturally, you are not on your own. Help is available from your 
teachers, from the Peer Counseling program and from other on- 
campus guidance apparatus. They will help you in what ways they can 
to adjust and make the transition from high school student to 
collegian. But don’t expect anyone to go to bat for you with a 
professor. You must prove yourself in the classroom. You must 
demonstrate your skill and knowledge on examinations and 
term papers. 

All the silliness of high school education such as Critical Lens 
Essays in English are now a thing of the past. This is the ‘real deal’- 
and you need to understand that what you do on Day 1 at St. 
Joseph’s can have a profound effect upon your future. 

Ruin your first semester in school with poor grades and dreams 
of medical school, law school, clinical psychology programs and 
any other form of graduate school can rapidly fade into the sad 
realm of impossibility. 

' Rather, the hard work and dedication to scholarly ideals must 
begin on Day 1 of your college career. Under no circumstances 
must you carry over your high school study habits to college. Things 
like studying the night before examinations, doing papers at the last 
minute, beginning your study regimen on the bus ride to school-all 
these must now come to an end. Remember that phrase, the ‘real 
deal,’ for indeed, that’s what college is. 

Perhaps you remember saying countless times throughout your 
high school career, “I have no studying to do” or “I have no 
homework.” 

No such thing. There should never be a time when a diligent 
college student has nothing to study. This is not high school where 
your teachers gave you homework assignments each night. Your 
assignment might simply be to read several chapters. Procrastinate 
about getting that reading done, and you will very quickly find 
yourself swamped by the work load. 

By all means have fun. Join activities, make new friends enjoy 
the freedom that college affords. But remember, it’s about the 
books. It’s about studying each and every night of the school year. 
It’s about rereading your notes on a daily basis to keep the facts and 
concepts fresh in your minds. It’s about understanding that Sunday 
is in fact a school night. You have no divine right not to study on 
Sundays for Monday classes. 

So welcome back, and welcome to the Class of 2009. Forget 
everything you ever saw in Animal House. It isn’t about keg parties 
and fraternity rites of passage. It’s about building your future from 
the get-go.

IT’S TIME WE THOUGHT A BIT ABOUT HEROES 



Welcome back to school! Allow 
me to introduce myself: I’m Chris- 
tina Contessa and I am the Op-Ed 
columnist for The Spirit. In each edi- 
tion of the paper, I will muse on a 
variety of subjects that I think im- 
pact upon all of us, especially as stu- 
dents at St. Joseph’s College. 

I would like to take this time to 
welcome the Class of 2009 and I 
would also like to dedicate this col- 
umn to them. 

Every time we open a magazine, 
there are a different people that ap- 
peal to us: either someone who is 
advertising a soft drink, someone 
who designs a shoe and plays bas- 
ketball extremely well, or just some- 
one who plays a fictional character 
on television. 

These individuals have given a 
new meaning to a word familiar to 
all of us: 'hero.’ 

By definition, a hero is a person 
admired for his or her achievements 
and noble qualities. But when the 
typical person thinks of a hero, they 
think of someone like Michael Jor- 
dan or Camello Anthony. 

We tend not to think of ordinary 
people who do extraordinary things 
as heroes. These people get little 
credit or recognition for the things 
that they do. 

It makes me angry to think about 
who Americans idolize. In fact, it 



astonishes me. I do not understand 
why people who are simply in the 
limelight are our heroes because they 
have a shoe line named for them, or 
because the are in the newspapers 
every week. 

Are we really supposed to admire 
them? Are they really our role mod- 
els? Can anyone tell me why Paris 
Hilton should be anyone’s role model? 

My advice to every single one of 
you is to think about who and what 
a true hero is. If you can’t come up 
with any, think about someone that 
you would not normally associate 
with heroism and select some char- 
acteristics of theirs that you admire. 

Perhaps once you have done 
that, you will come to understand 
that these are the people who are 
heroic, not some blonde bimbo that 
still thinks that you can buy walls 
at Wal-Mart. 

Let me give you an example of a 
real hero: the late Pope John Paul 
II. During his 84 year lifetime, he 
faced numerous adversities in his 
country. He helped bring down 
Communism in Poland and through- 
out Europe. He helped to bring the 
Eastern Rite Church and the Roman 
Catholic Church together. 

He dodged death twice, once 
when he was the victim of a would- 
be assassin’s gun and another time 
when as a child, he was hit by a 



moving vehicle. 

He reached out to people of dif- 
ferent faiths, different political view- 
points and nations in an attempt to 
bring the world together in peace. 

He connected with youth with the 
same facility as he did with the eld- 
erly and people of all ages in between. 

He had the courage of his con- 
victions, sticking to dogmatic posi- 
tions which were not always popu- 
lar in every part of the world and 
throughout the Roman Catholic 
Faith. But he stuck to them-because 
he believed in those principles.

No designer 
clothes lines were named for him, 
and he didn’t do radio and TV spots 
for Toyotas. 

No, not the kind of man we 
would think of as a hero. But com- 
pared to all those in our culture who 
have become icons-maybe we 
should think of him that way. Maybe 
we should reevaluate what a real 
hero is and realize that it’s not solely 
about fame and money. 

It’s about being someone who mat- 
ters, who makes a difference, who lives 
life with grace, honor and dignity.

Publication Ms Ready to Reload for New Year 

New Reporters and Editors Sought for Newspaper and Yearbook

The paper you are now reading is 
coming to you as the result of a great 
deal of hard work from a small but 
dedicated staff of The Spirit, St. 
Joseph’s student newspaper. 

Similarly, the copy of Footprints 
2005, the St. Joseph’s College year- 
book that you perused at orientation, 
was produced by an even smaller staff. 

Both publications have been en- 
tered into national journalism com- 
petitions and the editors are optimis- 
tic about their chances of success in 
the adjudications. 

Now, the staffs of both the news- 
paper and the yearbook are looking 
for a group of dedicated students to 
join their ranks so the publications 
can be expanded and improved. 

Writers, photographers, editors, 
columnists, artists-anyone with any 
kind of talent or the willingness to 
learn is invited to come to Room 607 
of St. Angela Hall and meet with Dr. 
Howard Weiner, Director of Student 
Publications at St. Joseph’s. 

Dr. Weiner is entering his sec- 
ond year on staff after a 35 year ca- 
reer as a New York City high school 
English Teacher. 

“I enjoyed my first year at St. 
Joe’s tremendously,” says Dr. Weiner, 
“and I think we put out publications 
that the school and the staff can be 
very proud of,” he added. 

Starting a journalism program 
from scratch was not without its dif- 
ficulties. “Not knowing any students 



through classroom situations made it 
tough to attract people to publica- 
tions,” said Dr. Weiner. 

However, Journalism is being of- 
fered as an English elective for the fall 
semester and he hopes that the class 
members will stay with the staff after 
the class concludes. 

The editors-in-chief of The Spirit 
are Christina Ament and Adam Mace, 
who were the paper’s editors as fresh- 
men and have returned to pick up their 
duties for another year. 

The editors-in-chief of Footsprints 
2006 are senior GraceMarie Varone 
and sophomore Christina Contessa. 

Both publications face similar chal- 
lenges for the 2005-2006 school year. 

“We were able to put out five pa- 
pers last year,” said Christina Ament, 
“and this year we will aim for six, but 
we can only do that if we have will- 
ing reporters who will go out and 
bring back the stories so we can meet 
our deadlines,” she added. 

Also returning as photography 
editor for both the newspaper and 
yearbook is sophomore Svetlana 
Medvedeva. “I enjoyed taking pic- 
tures for last year’s publications, es- 
pecially when I saw what they looked 
like in print, but honestly, I could use 
some help since we have many events 
here and it’s hard for one person to 
cover them all.” 

Almost all the photography in the 
yearbook is digital and a high quality 
digital camera is available to publica- 



tions photographers to use at events. 

“No student ever incurs any ex- 
penses for taking pictures,” said Dr. 
Weiner. “We provide all our photog- 
raphers with everything that they 
need,” he added. 

Music columnist John Castaldo 
is also returning for his second tour 
of duty with the newspaper. “Writ- 
ing a column for The Spirit lets me 
talk about the kinds of things that 
interest me. I feel I have something 
to say and I like it when I get feed- 
back from my classmates about what 
I have written,” he said. 

Dr. Weiner stresses the fact that a 
student does not have to take jour- 
nalism as a course in order to write 
for the paper. “I will train anyone who 
is interested in learning the funda- 
mentals of journalism so that they can 
be a part of our staff,” he said. 

As publications adviser, Dr. 
Weiner is hoping to see the creation 
of at least two new publications this 
year: a poetry journal and a journal 
of legal studies. Preliminary explor- 
atory steps were taken in that direc- 
tion in the spring and he expects a 
spring publication for both journals. 

Dr. Weiner is available Mondays 
through Thursdays to speak to any 
student about joining the yearbook or 
newspaper staff in Room 607 of St. 
Angela Hall. 

“We can do great things here if the 
students will get on board and be a part 
of our publications,” said Dr. Weiner. 



Information Sources Abound on Campus

It’s the first week of school and 
naturally, you’re nervous. You have 
a lot of free time, a lot of work, and 
no clue where to go for information 
about what’s happening at SJC. 

Let not your heart be troubled! 
There are plenty of ways to find out 
about campus services and activities. 

Fortunately, St. Joseph’s is a 
small college and there are basically 
only three buildings that you will 
have classes in: Tuohy Hall (also 
known as the 245 Building), St. An- 
gela Hall (the campus’ version of 
Ultima Thule), and McEntegart Hall 
(the library). 

There is also St. Joseph’s Hall 
(the 256 Building) where most of 
the department offices are located 
as well as the St. Joseph’s alumni 
association and the Office of Insti- 
tutional Advancement. 

In order to get into any building, 
you will need to show your ID card. 
ID cards may be obtained from the 
Office of Student Services located in 
Tuohy Hall. 

Student planners can also be pur- 
chased at the Office of Student Ser- 
vice and Sherrie VanAmam, Direc- 
tor of Student Services, has her of- 
fice in Room 102. 

Students may also purchase park- 
ing tags, event tickets, access the lost 
and found, find out information 
about off-campus housing, file acci- 



dent reports, and get schedules for 
events and club meetings here. 

The Athletic Office is located in 
the gym of Tuohy Hall and at that of- 
fice, students can get information 
about the various varsity teams and 
their game schedules. 

The Business Office is also lo- 
cated on the first floor of Tuohy Hall. 
In this office, students can pay their 
bills, endorse loan check, apply for 
refunds and inquire about the status 
of their accounts. 

Should a student feel the need to 
be counseled, he or she may go to 
the Office of Counseling and Career 
Services located on the second floor 
of Tuohy Hall. Here, students can 
receive personal, career and aca- 
demic counseling, graduate school 
information, grant information and 
career information. The office has a 
bulleting board on the first floor of 
Tuohy Hall which lists available em- 
ployment opportunities. 

In the Registrar’s Office, located in 
Room 201 of Tuohy Hall, students may 
file transcript requests, find out about 
course scheduling, withdraw from 
courses, drop or add courses and ob- 
tain any other academic forms. These 
include declaration of major forms. 

Those who may need assistance 
with the English language may go to 
the ACES Center, located in St. An- 
gela Hall and see Dr. Sydelle Brooks. 



The ACES program provides support 
for qualified students whose second 
language is English and who need to 
improve their academic reading and 
writing skills. 

One tip for both new and old stu- 
dents: keep your eyes open! There are 
bulletin boards prominently placed all 
throughout the college. Flyers adver- 
tising meetings, clubs, upcoming ac- 
tivities, sports events and other news- 
worthy things are always posted al- 
most daily. 

Everything from apartments for 
rent to used books to social gather- 
ings are posted on bulletin boards. An 
amazing number of events happen on 
campus during a typical school year 
and a good way to keep up with the 
crowded schedule is to check out the 
bulletin boards once a day. 

Monthly schedules of events on 
campus are also available to all stu- 
dents and of course, The Spirit will 
have major news articles on the things 
that are upcoming at SJC. 

Most of all-ask questions! There 
is no reason for any student, new, old, 
transfer, to walk around the campus 
in a daze. There are many sources of 
information at St. Joseph’s and many 
people who are willing to help an- 
swer questions. 

Take advantage of these informa- 
tion sources and the terra will prove 
to run much smoother. 
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Ambassadors Club Serves Entire SJC Community 
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THE SCOOP ON TRADING CARD GAMES 



In today’s world, video games 
are not the only games people play. 
Some play board games such as 
Monopoly and chess; some play role 
playing games such as Dungeons 
and Dragons and some play trad- 
ing card games. 

For those who don’t know what 
a trading card game is, it’s gener- 
ally a card game where instead of 
buying a deck of cards to play, you 
buy packs of cards and put cards to- 
gether to make a deck of your own. 

There are many trading card 
games or TCGs as most players call 
them, so covering all of them would 
be impossible. So I will cover the 
main three or as I call them, the 
“Card Game Trinity” which consists 
of Magic: The Gathering , Yu-gi-oh! 
and Pokemon. 

Magic : The Gathering is one of 
the oldest TCGs, having its origins 
in the 1970s and 1980s. It is also 
one of the more popular and diffi- 
cult of the TCGs. 

The game works on a system of 
building a deck around monsters 
(your fighters), spells (your equip- 
ment), and your mana (your energy). 
A player may play certain cards, but 
all cards have mana costs which if 
you have enough mana, can be 
brought out. 

The player’s main focus in this 
game is to do damage to your oppo- 
nent until his health count equals 0. 

As I said earlier, this is one of 
the more difficult TCGs because the 
rules for this game are constantly 
changing for the new series of cards 
that are made about every two 
weeks. Generally, you wouldn’t start 
off playing this game unless you are 
a fast learner. 

A second, somewhat newer card 
game, for more intermediate play- 
ers is Yu-gi-oh ! The game works 
around a similar concept as Magic . 
There are monster cards and spell 
cards, but in this game, instead of 



having mana to pay for things, 
players have a type of card known 
as a trap card which is used to pro- 
tect yourself. 

The rules are a bit simpler, and 
instead of requiring mana to bring 
out certain monsters, monster of low 
levels are brought out instantly and 
high level monsters are brought out 
by getting rid of lower level mon- 
sters on your field. 

Like Magic, you have to bring 
your opponent’s health to 0. 

Also, the cards for this game are 
released about once every other 
month and the rules have stayed the 
same since its beginning. The only 
major changes concern how some 
of the cards’ effects are used. 

Although simpler than Magic, it 
will still take some time to get used 
to playing. 

Last and probably least is 
Pokemon, the trading card game 
based on the anime show with all 
those cute little characters. This is 
a game for beginners designed to 
draw younger players into watch- 
ing the show. 

Unlike Magic or Yu-gi-oh! it 
works off a system of prizes, or cards 
that you put over in a side area every 
time you destroy an opponent’s mon- 
ster. The first person to get all the 
prizes wins the game. 

This game has the least amount 
of cards being issued. When a new 
monster is introduced on the TV 
show, a new card is brought out. 

Also, with its simplicity of rules, 
most people our age would master 
the game in under an hour and give 
up on it in a day. 

There are many more TCGs out 
there, but these three seem to be the 
ones that players gravitate to more 

The proof will be in the play- 
ing: try them out and see how you 
like them. Give us some feedback 
and let us know which games are 
your favorites.

A college student’s day can be a 
long one. Though for many students, 
careful scheduling may permit them 
to attend school on only two or three 
days of the week, still, by noontime, 
the stomach throbs and the mind turns 
towards lunch. 

Fortunately for St. Joseph’s stu- 
dents, there are numerous places 
where they can go to eat or take food 
out to bring it back to campus. 

Starting on the campus itself, the 
St. Joseph’s cafeteria located in the 
library (McEntegart Hall) is a full ser- 
vice cafeteria which serves hot and 
cold meals, breakfasts, wraps, snacks, 
desserts and beverages. 

The hard-working staff of the caf- 
eteria takes pride in its food prepara- 
tion and the lunch specials are both 
tasty and inexpensive-and, there’s 
plenty of food on a platter! 

For virtually every common hour 
activity in the auditorium of Tuohy 
Hall, lunch is served. It’s buffet style 
and it often is catered by local area 
restaurants such as Graziela’s. It’s free 
and it’s all you can eat, plus, the ac- 
tivities that accompany the meal are 
fascinating and entertaining. 

Moving off the campus, there are 
nearby delicatessens such as the 
Myrtle Express on Myrtle Avenue and 
the Campus Deli on Dekalb Avenue. 



Sandwiches and drinks are the usual 
bill-of-fare at these shops with the 
entire spectrum of lunch meats at 
one’s disposal. 

Venturing further off campus leads 
a student to a bonanza of international 
dining experiences. Name the nation- 
ality, and it is represented with a res- 
taurant within a five block radius of 
the school. 

Like Greek food? Check out 
John’s Donut and Coffee Shop on 
Myrtle for Gyros, Souvlakis and other 
tasty specialties. 

How about Asian cuisine? The 
Clinton Hill area is simply loaded with 
choices. Myrtle Avenue features not one 
but two Thai restaurants including Thai 
101 and Myrtle Thai which offer nu- 
merous lunch and dinner specials. 

The largest Chinese restaurant in 
the area is Kum Kau which has both 
a take out section and a sit-down sec- 
tion with a special all-you-can eat 
buffet on Wednesdays. But if you just 
want to eat and run, there is Yummy 
Yummy and Taste of China, both of 
which will deliver to St. Joseph’s. 

The area has two excellent sushi 
restaurants including Sushi Kool on 
Myrtle Avenue and Sushi G on Dekalb 
Avenue. Sushi G doesn’t open until 5 
PM, but the food is gourmet caliber 
and the restaurant has received raves 
from local newspaper columnists. 



By the way, if you enjoy Ko- 
rean delicacies such as kirn chee, then 
Sushi Kool is the place to go, because 
it is also a Korean restaurant. 

But there’s still more to explore 
in the St. Joe’s area. Indian cuisine 
anybody? Try Amin Indian Restaurant 
at 235 Myrtle Avenue. 

At 271 Dekalb Avenue, the 
Middle Eastern Restaurant will whet 
your appetite for hummus, falafel, 
baba ghanoush and numerous other 
specialty dishes at a very reason- 
able price. 

Hot and cold heros and wraps 
plus a lo-carb, lo-calorie menu can be 
found at Subways and if you just want 
a slice and a Coke rather than a sit 
down Italian meal, try Mario’s Pizze- 
ria for some excellent food. 

For those students who find them- 
selves ‘on the fly’ during common 
hour, attending meetings or participat- 
ing in other activities, there are snack 
and beverage machines in every stu- 
dent lounge in the school, but more 
substantial lunches and dinners are 
always available in the area. 

For anyone who has been at St. 
Joe’s for more than a few weeks, most 
of the aforementioned restaurants are 
very familiar, but to the incoming 
freshman class, a few minutes of ex- 
ploration will reveal dining possibili- 
ties previously unthought of.

It’s a new term, but let’s talk 
about old time rock and roll. The 
impact of rock and roll upon 
American culture was astounding 
when it was first heard in the 
1950s. 

It was a music that dared to 
combine ‘black’ rhythms and har- 
monies with the phrasings of white 
groups and soloists. In fact, in its 
earliest incarnation, rock and roll 
was known as ‘race’ music. 

So shocked was the religious 
right by these new sounds that they 
went so far as to brand it ‘satanic’ 
and many community and church 
leaders called for it to be banned. 

In the glory years of the begin- 
ning of rock and roll, a number of 
key performers stand out. First and 
foremost was, of course, Elvis 
Presley-the fittingly named “King 
of Rock and Roll.” He mixed coun- 
try/westem music with R & B and 
came out with a song like “That’s 
All Right.” He took the nation by 
storm with his new sound, hip gy- 
rations, and smoldering sexuality. 

Hits such as “Heartbreak Ho- 
tel” and “Jailhouse Rock” estab- 
lished him as the first real super- 
star of the genre. 

He would go on to crossover 
into film and musical styles such 
as gospel, standards and folk. 

Clearly, without Elvis Presley, 
the rock and roll movement would 
not have gained momentum and 
might have ultimately petered out. 

Along with Presley, there stood 
Jerry Lee Lewis, “The Killer,” 
whose piano playing became the 
standard of rock piano for years to 
come. Hits like “Whole Lotta 
Shakin” and “Great Balls of Fire” 
influenced such greats at John 
Mellencamp. 

In a touch of irony, Lewis’ 
cousin was the minister and evan- 
gelist, Jimmy Swaggert, who once 
told him he was going to hell be- 
cause he refused to repent for play- 
ing rock and roll. Lewis’ reply? 
“Well if I’m goin’ to hell, I’m goin’ 
playin’ the piano.” 

* * * 



Richard Penniman-Little Rich- 
ard to his fans-was another early 
superstar of rock and roll. His big- 
gest hit was “Tutti Frutti,” a song 
that was written with vulgar lyrics 
but was cleaned up to get airplay. 
It became a #1 hit. 

Other songs like “Long Tall 
Sally” and “Good Golly Miss 
Molly” were later covered by sing- 
ers such as Pat 

Boone and The Beatles, who 
covered “Long Tall Sally” on one 
of their first albums. 

Chuck Berry, arguably the 
greatest rock and roll guitarist of 
all time, influenced numerous art- 
ists like The Rolling Stones, Eric 
Clapton and George Thorogood. 

Clapton, one of the titans of the 
rock guitar, stated that all of 
today’s guitar riffs can be traced 
back to those of Chuck Berry. 

Best known for “Johnny B. 
Goode,” he recorded a musical 
documentary entitled Hail ! Hail 
Rock n * Roll in the 1 980s in which 
he played his hit songs while ac- 
companied by a backup band led 
by Keith Richards of the Rolling 
Stones, and sang with other per- 
formers such as Etta James, Julian 
Lennon, Linda Ronstadt, Eric 
Clapton and Robert Cray. 

My own personal favorite? Roy 
Orbison. Not the most dynamic 
performer, and more a balladeer 
than a rock and roll singer, but he 
had a wonderful singer’s voice. 

His biggest hit was “Oh, Pretty 
Woman,” but some of his other 
songs were just as good: “Only the 
Lonely,” and “Blue Angel.” 

Orbison had a wonderful fal- 
setto range and an ability to tap the 
emotions of his audience. He in- 
fluenced Dylan, Springsteen, Tom 
Petty, Bonnie Raitt and even 
George Harrison. 

I encourage you all to give a 
listen to some of these early great 
performers of rock and roll. Their 
music is timeless and unlike much 
of today’s music, their’ s won’t fade 
away into the musical abyss.

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Parking Tags Cut Stress and Summonses

It’s the first day of school, you’ve 
even arrived 20 minutes early to make 
a good impression but wait-there’s 
the signpost up ahead! You’ve en- 
tered-the “Alternate Side of the 
Street Parking Zone!” 

Welcome to Brooklyn, and learn 
to deal with it, take public transpor- 
tation, or transfer to the University 
of Iowa where they have plenty of 
cornfields to park in. 

Welcome to the Twilight Zone 
known as parking restrictions at St. 
Joseph’s College. 

Oh, you were told at open house 
and in various letters that parking 
would be available to you at the col- 
lege, and if not exactly on the same 
block at school, then certainly no fur- 
ther away than nearby Queens. 

Just kidding, any student can get 
parking near the school. On the first 
day of classes each semester, the 



school sells parking tags for 
thosestudents who commute to 
school by car. 

But there’s a catch: the tags do not 
guarantee a spot in the parking lot, 
located on Vanderbilt Avenue, but 
they do give permission to use the lot 
when space is available. 

Remember: not every student at St. 
Joe’s is on campus every day, nor do 
all of them commute by car. The sched- 
ules for students vary wildly and Fri- 
day has proven to be a particularly con- 
venient day for on-campus parking. 

The cost of a parking tag is $50.00. 
It is recommended that students ar- 
rive early on the first day to get a 
bracelet, which guarantees that you 
will get a tag which will be put on 
hold for 48 hours. 

The tag sale takes place in the audi- 
torium of Tuohy Hall (commonly called 
the 245 building). On that day, the build- 



ing will open at 6:30 AM, so it is sug- 
gested that students beat the rush by 
arriving at the building by 6:00 AM. 

In order to purchase a tag, a stu- 
dent will need an ID card, a Driver’s 
License, Automobile Registration and 
a $50.00 check or money order made 
payable to St. Joseph’s College (cash 
is also accepted). 

Should the parking tags be sold 
out, students may add their names to 
a waiting list. Many wait-listed stu- 
dents wind up getting tags, but those 
tags may be used only on specific days 
and at specific times. 

Additional parking is available to 
students at the Armory Garage, also 
on Vanderbilt Avenue, at a cost of 
$5.00 per day.

Having 
won the 2004 Hudson Valley Con- 
ference Championship for the first 
time, defending their title becomes 
Job 1 for the Lady Bears. Is it in the 
realm of possibility? 

Head Coach Michael Schoeber 
along with his assistants, Mario Tang 
and Slywia Parzych, all think that a 
repeat is very possible. 

Shortly after the 2004 season 
ended on November 6, Coach 
Schoeber began making plans for the 
new season. He has coached varsity 
volleyball for 14 years, the last 4 at 
St. Joseph’s. He also hosts a volley- 
ball club throughout the year, so this 
is a man fully committed to his sport. 

He and his staff used the off-sea- 
son to institute a large scale recruit- 
ing effort for new talent to restock the 
team for the 2005 season. 

Coach Schoeber, his assistants, 
and former St. Joe’s player Anna 
Dawidowska, have communicated 
with ten top players from various area 
high schools in an effort to recruit 
them for the Lady Bears. 

“I don’t know how many girls 
have actually committed to St. Joe’s,” 



said the coach, “but some have filed 
applications and others are still mak- 
ing their decisions,” he added. 

The thrust of the recruiting was to 
obtain position players such as hitters, 
setters and defensive specialists. One 
of his main goals, however, was to 
replace the seniors who graduated in 
2005. Kathleen O’Neill, the team’s 
only setter, and Lisa Hourigan, a spe- 
cialist in left court hitting both have 
graduated, and they will be difficult 
to replace. 

Coach Schoeber is also looking to 
expand the size of the squad. The 

2004 team had just 7 players and he 
would like to carry as many as 12 or 
13 for 2005. 

The coach noted that although last 
year’s team had quality-quality 
enough to win the conference crown, 
“the team had five girls that played 
on a college team for the first time.” 

Their experience with college 
rules and regulations was limited by 
their inexperience. 

With one year’s campaigning un- 
der their belts, last year’s newcomers 
should serve as the nucleus for the 

2005 team. Players such as Carol 



Jeanne (CJ) Kavanaugh, Magdalena 
Wiecek, Marzena Stadnicka and 
Svetlana Medvedeva were all crucial 
in the race for the title. 

^‘These girls can only improve,” 
said Coach Schoeber “and that will 
hopefully enable us to repeat, defend 
our title and improve,” he added. 

Confidence amongst the return- 
ing varsity players is high. “I really 
enjoyed my first year of varsity 
play,” said Svetlana Medvedeva 
“and of course, winning the cham- 
pionship made all the hard work 
worth it,” she added. 

Though the 2005 varsity volley- 
ball season begins during the first and 
second weeks of September, the team 
began workouts and practice sessions 
in late August. 

But even though the season starts 
early, the coaching staff wants it 
known that players can still try out for 
the team. They can be added to the 
roster after play begins. 

Coaches, players and the St. 
Joseph’s College community look to 
the new season with its chance for 
back-to-back championships with 
eager anticipation.
